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1-75, But Not US-27 
Gets 65 MPH Limit | 


Michigan’s new 65 MPH speed limit began 
at 12:01 a.m. Sunday, Nov. 29. All of 1-75 
going through Crawford County changed to 
the 65 MPH new limit. Only 720 miles of 
rural interstates will have the new speed 
‘limit. 


Urban interstates and US highways such 
as US-27. will still have the 55 MPH speed 
limit. Truck speed limits remain at 55 MPH 
and school bus speed limits remain at 50 


’ MPH. 


Driver license points and minimum fines 
on limited access highways are 56-60 MPH-0 
pts., $10 fine; 61-70 MPH-1 pt., $20; 71-80 
MPH-2 pts., $30; 81-85 MPH-3 pts., $40; 86- 
plus MPH4 pts., $50. 

Changes in speed limits will be posted in 
each area. The interstates affected are 1-75, 
1-69, I-94, 1-96, I-196, and I-275 outside urban

areas. Federal law still prohibits raising the 
speed limit on other roads. Michigan’s new 
law says the speed limit on US freeways, 
such as US-27, will change to 65 MPH if the 
federal law is changed to allow it. 

The speed limit remains 55 MPH on inter- 
states for trucks, tractor, or tractor with 
trailer, or a combination of these vehicles 
with a gross weight of 5,000 pounds or more 
loaded or unloaded. A passenger vehicle 
drawing another vehicle or trailer may. not 
exceed 55 MPH unless the two-wheel (or 


less) trailer or towed vehicle weighs less _ 


than 750 pounds. 

The new law requires a $5 assessment on 
all moving violations and is expected to 
raise as much as $6 million to hire 120 more 
state troopers.

To Receive Nest Boxes 
For Sparrow Hawks 


American kestrels, also called sparrow 
hawks, will soon benefit from a new cooper- 
ative effort between state agencies and citi- 
zens that aims to restore nesting sites along 
150 miles of I-75 right-of-way from Grayling 
to Sault Ste. Marie. 


“Our goal is to have 50 nest boxes in place 
and ready by next April, when the birds re- 
turn from wintering south of. the state” re- 
ports Nongame Wildlife Biologist Bert C. 
Ebbers, who is coordinating field imple- 
Mexitation of the project. ““The boxes wil] be 
placed on 16-foot cedar poles and trees in 
suitable open habitat along the freeway 
where they will be highly visible to passing 
motorists. And we’re making sure the boxes 


‘are located well away from the pavement 


so that the birds can be viewed and enjoyed 
without being excessively disturbed by traf- 
fice.” 


Kestrels, or sparrow hawks, are small, 
robin-sized birds belonging to the falcon 
family. The adults sport a rusty-brown back 
and tail and have a handsome black-and- 
white face pattern. Otherwise the male’s 


plumage is predominately blue-gray while . 


the female’s is brown. Kestrels inhabit open 
country characterized by grassy fields, 
where they hunt from powerlines or dead 
snags, catching grasshoppers’ and small 
mammals to feed to their young. Kestrels 
are most often seen along roadsides, perch- 
ing on wires or hovering in mid-air before 
pouncing on prey. 


Kestrel populations may currently be suf- 
fering because many large dead trees, such 
as elmis, with natural nesting ‘cavities are 
falling over or being cut for firewood. The 
new project was designed as a model 
cooperative effort to help attack this prob- 
lem in one area of the state. Participating 
groups include the Dept. of Natural Re- 
sources Nongame Wildlife Program and 
Michigan Civilian Conservation Corps 
(MCCC), the Michigan Dept. of Transpor- 
tation, Straits Area Audubon Society, Sault 
Naturalists Club and Petoskey Regional 
Audubon Society. In addition, Consumers 


Power Company and Cloverland Electric 
Cooperative will assist the effort by setting 
stub power poles on which boxes can .be 
hung. 

The 50 boxes to be placed between now 
and next spring were constructed last win- 


ter by the residential MCCC crew at Camp . 


Vanderbilt in Otsego County, directed by 


Bill O’Neal. The Camp Vanderbilt crew and — 
Members of local Audubon groups are work- © 
ing together to put up the boxes. A total of 


five boxes are scheduled to be placed along 
i-75 in Crawford County, seven in Otsego 
County, 14 in Cheboygan County, four in 
Mackinac County and 20 in Chippewa Coun- 


. ty. 


The kestrel will be the featured species for 
the 1988 Nest Box Network, according to 
Bob Hess, who heads the Nongame Wildlife 
Program. The Network is made up of citi- 


zens who individually have placed at least - 


five nest boxes in suitable habitat and 
agreed to report on nesting success at the 
end of each season. This year’s featured 
species was the eastern bluebird. 


Since kestrels readily adapt to man-made 


nesting structures, their breeding success 
can be enhanced by proper placement of the 
large nest boxes, plans for which are avail- 
able from the Nongame Wildlife Program, 
Box 30028, Lansing, 48909. Boxes should be 
located in an area where two or more types 
of grassy fields or marshes come together, 
and preferably where there is at least one 
prominent perch (dead snag, wires) for the 
adults to hunt from. All nest boxes should 
also be protected by a predator shield such 
as a 20 inch strip of metal flashing that tight- 
ly circumscribes the tree or post below the 
box. The metal seam should be covered with 
duct tape and the entire shield coated with 
axle grease as an extra measure of pro- 


' tection against large raccoons. 
The I-75 kestrel next box project was” 


largely made possible through taxpayer 
donations to the Nongame Wildlife Fund 
checkoff on the state income tax form. 
Major funding was also provided by the 
Michigan Civilian Conservation Corps.

Police Increase Patrols 
For X-mas Tree Thieves 


Of the 5.5 million Christmas trees har- 
vested in Michigan this year, one percent or 
55,000 will likely be stolen, according to 
State officials, costing this nation’s leading 
Christmas tree producing state and its 1,200 
commercial Christmas tree growers near ly 
$1 million in losses. 

To combat the problem, the State Depart- 
ments of Natural Resources (DNR), Mich- 
igan State Police (MSP) and local county 
sheriffs’ departments will intensify patrol 
efforts along tree plantations and retail lots 
throughout the State between now and 
Christmas. 


Patrols will be particularly heavy along 
secondary and back roads in the northern 
Lower Peninsula, said State officials, where 
most of the tree plantations are logated and 
where much of the illegal activity, espe- 
cially in theearly morning hours, occurs. 

Wood product thefts from State and pri- 
vate lands is a criminal offense and is 
prosecutable as a misdemeanor or as a 
felony if the value stolen exceeds $100. Con- 
servation officers and forestry personnel 
will be on the alert for such thefts, 

Major James E. Daust of the MSP’s Uni- 
form Division issued a bulletin to all State 
Police posts to increase patrols around 
these plantations and to stop and check per- 
sons transporting Christmas trees, in quan- 


tities of three or more, for the required bill 
of sale, 


Public Act 182 of 1962, prohibits the cut- ' 
ting, removal and transporting of three or : 
more Christmas trees by an individual with- 
out a bill of sale or other proof of ownership 
from the owner of the land on which the. 
trees are grown. 

Addtionally, the Michigan Sheriffs’ Asso- ° 
ciation (MSA), representing the State’s 83 - 
sheriffs and their respective departments, : 
has issued a statement to its members to be 
alert for suspicious activity when patrolling 
plantation areas, 

Christmas tree growers have actually 
slept in their fields to protect their trees or 
hired persons to patrol their plantations, 
particularly when the trees have been cut 
and bound and are most susceptible to theft, 
said Dan Gearhart, president of the Mich- 
igan Tree Growers Association. 

Last year Michigan growers harvested 
approximately 5.3 million Christmas trees. 
Eighty percent of that harvest was scotch 
pine followed by blue spruce and Douglas- | 
fir, with an average wholesale value of $13 
per tree. Most trees are 8 to 15 years old. 

The total wholesale value of Michigan’s 
Christmas tree crop is estimated at $69. 


million this year. 


Although it is illegal to remove Christmas 
trees from State land, the U.S. Forest Ser- 
vice allows the taking of Christmas trees . 
from Michigan’s three National Forests : 
(Huron-Manistee, Ottawa and Hiawatha) - 
with the purchase of a $3 Christmas tree tag . 
from U.S, Forest offices. ‘

Northern Views

Arecent rumor circulating our small burg 
was that an area man, who is wanted for 
skipping bond and other charges, had turn- 
ed himself in to the FBI. Another rumor said 
the FBI is developing information that could 
put half of the town in jail. 

I checked at the Crawford County Sheriff 

’ Dept. and officers there said if the area man 
had turned himself in to any police agency, 
the Sheriff Dept. would be notified because 
it is the only department with warrants for 
his arrest. As of Monday morning, Nov. 30, 
they had no notice of the man turning him- 
self in to a law enforcemént agency. 

I also checked with the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation in Traverse City. They had no 
knowledge of the area man turning himself 
in and said the local police agency holding 
the warrants would be notified if he did turn 
himself in. 


Sometimes it seems as if the Avalanche 
also serves aS Rumor Control Center for 
Crawford County. It’s part of a newspaper’s 
job to check into tips that might be 
newsworthy. 

It’s usually easy to verify a rumor that 
turns out to be true. The difficult job is 
giving out information that indicates a 
rumor is wrong, false, or way off base. 

Sometimes rumors are so wild it’s not 
even proper or justified to comment on 

‘them. It’s certainly not fair to the people 
supposedly involved to even associate them 
with a denial of some strange, far-out 
rumor. 


Furthermore, people who pass on infor- 
mation as true or factual that accuses some- 


IF THE BOTTOM ever falls out of the 
market for governmental militarists, 
Nicaraguan President Daniel Ortega has no 
cause for worry.

That didn’t set too well with a lot of peo- 
ple, who somehow felt that American 
foreign policy really is the province of the 
President and the Department of State, and 
not the Speaker of the House.

plans in.each department. Director John

Fireproofing Your Basement 


We have a one-car garage in our basement, and I was won- 
- dering if it is any advantage to fireproof the garage. Surely 
- our homeowner’s insurance is higher because of a potential 
- fire hazard (the car) being parked directly under the house. 

. If there is an advantage, how would you go about it? 

Even if fireproofing your garage doesn’t save you money 
on your insurance premiums, it still is a good idea to do it any- 
way. T assume your basement is masonry-constructed, and if 
itis half the battle is over, What you need to do is separate the 
' garage from therest of the basement. The easiest way is to set 
up another masonry wall as a partition. You have two options 


here: you can hire masons to come in and construct a block» 
wall that matches the rest of the basement, or you can have 


them put up a ‘‘mortarless”’ wall. This wall i is built by laying 
the first course on the floor with mortar, then stacking the 


blocks until you get to the ceiling. Then, the last course is mor- 
tared. Finally, the wail is covered on both sides with a concrete- 
based mud, and when it dries you'll have a strong, fireproof 
partition. You'll also have to put a steel door in to make the 
wall completely fire-retardant. 

The ceiling of the garage can be covered with 5/8 inch dry- 
wall:to complete the job. While you’re at it, don’t forget a 
smoke detector and a fire extinguisher. . 

How do I know what size of garage door opener to buy? 

' Ag a general rule of thumb, purchase the biggest opener you 
can afford. The more powerful the unit, the less it will have 
to work every time the door is opened, which translates into 
longer life. Ofcourse, youdon’t want to puta % horsepower 


opener on a double garage door. Even though it may work 
for awhile, it’s not going to last very long.

Snakes and lizards conjure 
up images and reactions that 
all too frequently result in 
the death of an innocent and 
helpful animals. I have 
heard of many reasons for 
this fear; ranging from the 
Biblical to ignorance. The 
idea that snakes are in- 
herently evil is as wrong as 
the idea that they intention- 
ally attack people for no rea- 
son. Fear of reptiles is a 
learned behavior that most

Living mostly near swampy 
areas, they will not strike 
unless trapped or annoyed. 
Most people do not want 
them around residences, but 
they do have a place in 
nature and should not be in- 
discriminately killed if not 
posing a threat. 


All other Michigan snakes 
are not poisonous and are, in 


most cases, beneficial. Afew - 


are endangered. Learning 
about reptiles will make you 
more appreciative and less 
afraid of them.
